Dow Dives Below 8,600 


679-point drop comes exactly one year after all-time high 


NEWYORKIA runaway train of a sell-off 
turned the anniversary of the U.S. stock 
market’s peak into one of the worst days in 
Wall Street history Thursday, driving the 
Dow Jones industrials down a breathtaking 
679 points and deepening a financial crisis 
that has defied all efforts to stop it. 

Stocks lost more than 7 percent, $872 
billion of investments evaporated, and the 
Dow fell to 8,579. When the average crashed 
through the 9,000 level for the first time in 
five years in the final hour of trading, sellers 
had only begun to hit the gas pedal. 


As bad as the day was, even worse was the 
cumulative effect of a historic run of declines: 
The Dow suffered a triple- digit loss for the 
sixth day in a row, a first, and the average 
dropped for the seventh day in a row, a los- 
ing streak not seen since 2002. 

“Right now the market is just panicked,” 
said David Wyss, chief economist at Standard 
& Poor’s. “Everybody just wants to get their 
money and put it under the mattress.” 

It all took place one year to the day after the 


Dow closed at its record high of 14,164. Since 
then, frozen credit, record foreclosures, cas- 
cading job losses and outright fear have seized 
the market and sapped 39 percent of its value. 

Paper losses for the year add up to an stag- 
gering $8.3 trillion, according to preliminary 
figures measured by the Dow Jones Wilshire 
5000 Composite Index, which tracks 5,000 
U.S.-based companies representing almost 
all stocks traded in America. 

It was the second straight day that Wall 
Street was rocked by a final-hour sell-off, but 
this one was particularly shocking, (ap)

U.S. Considers Ownership in Banks 



Treasury Dept, hopes 
to curb rapid descent 
in the global markets 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration is considering taking part 
ownership in certain U.S. banks as 
an option for dealing with a severe 
global credit crisis. 

An administration official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because no decision has been made, 
said the $700 billion rescue pack- 
age passed by Congress last week 
allows the Treasury Department 
to inject fresh capital into finan- 
cial institutions and get ownership 
shares in return. 

This official said all the new 
powers granted in the legislation 
were being considered as the admin- 
istration seeks to deal with a seri- 
ous credit crisis that has shaken 
Wall Street. 

Supporters of this approach, 
such as Sen. Charles Schumer, 


D-N.Y., argue that injecting fresh 
capital into U.S. banks that want 
to participate in the program 
would be an effective way to bol- 
ster banks’ balance sheets and get 


them to resume lending. Taxpayers 
would benefit because the govern- 
ment would receive an equity stake 
in the bank in return for providing 
the capital. 


A decision to inject capital 
directly into financial institutions in 
return for ownership stakes would 
be similar to a plan announced 
Wednesday by Britain. 

Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson said Treasury was mov- 
ing quickly to implement the 
$700 billion rescue effort, and he spe- 
cifically mentioned reviewing ways 
to bolster the capital of banks. 

“We will use all the tools we’ve 
been given to maximum effective- 
ness, including strengthening the 
capitalization of financial institu- 
tions of every size,” Paulson said at 
a Wednesday news conference. 

When asked whether he would 
try something like the British plan, 
Paulson said: “We have a broad 
range of authorities and tools. ... 
We’ve emphasized the purchase of 
liquid assets, but we have a broad 
range of authorities. And I’m con- 
fident we have the authorities we 
need to work with going forward.”

RICHMOND, VA. I Scientists have con- 
firmed the second case of a “virgin 
birth” in a shark. 

In a study reported Friday in 
the Journal of Fish Biology, scien- 
tists said DNA testing proved that 
a pup carried by a female Atlan- 
tic blacktip shark in the Virginia 
Aquarium & Marine Science Cen- 
ter contained no genetic material 


from a male. 

The first documented case of 
asexual reproduction among sharks 
involved a pup born to a hammer- 
head at an Omaha, Neb., zoo. 

“This first case was no fluke,” 
Demian Chapman, a shark scientist 
and lead author of the second study, 
said in a statement. “It is quite pos- 
sible that this is something female 


sharks of many species can do on 
occasion.” 

The aquarium sharks that repro- 
duced without mates carried only 
one pup, while some shark species 
can produce litters numbering a 
dozen or more. Scientists said the 
asexual births should not be viewed 
as a solution to declining shark pop- 
ulations.

Alaska Supreme Court 
refuses to block probe 
of alleged power abuse 

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA | The Alaska 
State Supreme Court refused Thurs- 
day to halt an ethics investigation 
into Gov. Sarah Palin, the Republi- 
can vice presidential nominee. 

The ruling clears the way for 
lawmakers on Friday to release a 
report on their investigation into 
whether Palin abused her power 
by firing her public safety com- 
missioner. The report could prove 
to be an embarrassment for Palin 
and a distraction for Republican 
Sen. John McCain’s presidential 
campaign. 

Lawmakers are investigating 
whether Palin abused her power to 
settle a family dispute. Her former 
public safety commissioner, Walter 
Monegan, says he was dismissed 
after resisting pressure to fire a 
state trooper who had gone through 
a nasty divorce from Palin’s sister. 

Republican lawmakers had sued 


to block the report, saying it had 
become politicized. Palin didn’t 
join that lawsuit. Her husband, 
Todd, and some of her top aides are 
cooperating in the inquiry. 

In affidavits submitted Wednes- 
day, Todd Palin and two top aides 
for his wife’s administration por- 
trayed the firing as the result of 


continued wrangling between the 
governor and her public safety 
commissioner over control of the 
agency. The affidavits also por- 
tray Palin as uninvolved while her 
husband repeatedly tried to spread 
the word that their former brother- 
in-law was unfit to remain a state

ATWATER, CALIF. | At the J.S. West 
and Cos. poultry farm, half a million 
chickens are squeezed six at a time 
into wire cages where they must 
share 2 square feet of space. 

Beneath them, conveyor belts 
whisk away excrement while 
1.2 million eggs travel from hen to 
carton each day. 

California voters will decide 
next month whether this kind of 
operation is an example of factory 
farming at its most efficient — or 
the cruel farming practices of pro- 
ducers concerned only about the 
bottom line. 

If approved in the Nov. 4 elec- 
tion, a ballot measure called Prop- 
osition 2 would prohibit ranchers 
from keeping chickens, veal calves 
and breeding pigs in pens or cages 
that are too small for the animal 
to move. It is the farthest-reaching 
measure dealing with farm animal 
treatment ever put before voters in 
any state. 

Ranchers would have to ensure 
that their animals can stand up. 


turn around or stretch. 

But since producers have vol- 
untarily phased out the caging 
of newborn calves and breeding 
sows, debate over the measure has 
centered primarily on California’s 
19 million egg-laying chickens, 
90 percent of which are housed in 
cages like the ones at J.S. West. 

The restrictions would take 
effect in 2015, with violations car- 
rying a $1,000 fine. 

Major egg producers oppose 
the initiative and insist the current 


method of mass production is the 
most efficient way to deliver inex- 
pensive eggs. 

The California initiative would 
be the first in the United States to 
include battery cages used to house 
egg-laying hens, which currently 
are being phased out across the 
European Union because of cru- 
elty concerns. 

If it passes, supporters hope 
it would trigger a national move- 
ment aimed at poultry producers.

French Author Wins Literature Nobel 


Le Clezio s prize comes 
after debate over U.S.’, 
Europe’s literary chops 

For those Americans seeking great 
foreign authors who have yet to be 
discovered in English, the Nobel 
Prize judges present a fresh can- 
didate: Jean-Marie Gustave Le 
Clezio, this year’s winner of the lit- 
erature prize. 

Le Clezio, 68, was cited by the 
Swedish academy Thursday as an 
“author of new departures, poetic

Clezio said the news left him feeling 
“some kind of incredulity ... and then 
some kind of joy and mirth.”

Clezio’s win continued a decade- 
long trend of European and Euro- 
pean-oriented authors receiving the 
Nobel, with recent winners includ- 
ing Britain’s Doris Lessing and Har- 
old Pinter. No American has won 
since Toni Morrison, in 1993.

U.N.: Hunger on Rise in Zimbabwe 


Aid agency says rural 
citizens forced to live 
on less, eat wild fruits 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
Some rural Zimbabweans facing 
one of the hungriest years they could 
remember have been forced to live 


on one meal a day and in some cases 
on only wild fruits, the U.N. food 
aid agency said Thursday. 

The World Food Program 
appealed for donations to help fight 
hunger in Zimbabwe, straining as 
an economic collapse, years of food 
scarcity, AIDS and poor weather 
have combined to put it in a cat- 


egory all its own in a region where 
most nations are poor. 

“Zimbabwe is the only one that 
is facing a national crisis,” agency 
spokesman Richard Lee said. 

The economic collapse, with 
inflation of at least 231 million per- 
cent per year, has put farming equip- 
ment out of the reach of many. AIDS 


has devastated the work force, and 
weather — too much rain in some 
places — has been a factor, too. 

Aid agencies had been blocked 
for months by President Robert 
Mugabe’s government.

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I North Korea 
moved closer Thursday to relaunch- 
ing its nuclear arms program, 
announcing that it wants to reac- 
tivate the facility that produced its 
atomic bomb and banning U.N. 
inspectors from the site. 

The U.S. said the moves did not 
mean the end of international efforts 
to persuade the North to recom- 
mit to an agreement that offers it 
diplomatic and economic conces- 
sions in exchange for nuclear dis- 
armament. 

Despite the gloomy implica- 
tions of North Korea’s moves, they 
could be a negotiating ploy: The 
year needed to start North Korea’s 
reprocessing plant could be used to 
wrest more concessions from the 
regime’s interlocutors. 

John Bolton, who has served 
as U.S. ambassador to the United 
Nations and U.S. undersecretary of 
state in charge of the North Kore- 
an nuclear dossier, suggested the 
North’s tactics were working. 

Bolton, a critic of what he consid- 
ers U.S. leniency with North Korea 
who remains well-connected with 
senior Bush administration offi- 
cials, told The Associated Press 
that Washington was planning to 
meet the communist country’s key 
demand “within a week” by remov- 
ing it from a State Department list 
of nations that sponsor terrorism.

Kaine Orders 570 Layoffs

Governor announces 
job cuts to deal with 
Va.’s $2.5B fiscal crisis 

RICHMOND, VA. | Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine on Thursday ordered 570 
layoffs of state employees, cut col- 
lege funding by at least 5 percent, 
ordered some older prisons closed 
and postponed state employee raises 
to deal with a $2.5 billion govern- 
ment fiscal crisis. 

The governor will also ask the 
General Assembly to approve about 
$250 million in debt for capital 
outlay projects now paid with cash 
and to withdraw about $400 mil- 
lion from the state “rainy day” cash 
reserves just to make ends meet in 
the current fiscal year. 

The austere round of cuts is the 
third imposed since last October and 
the deepest in at least five years. They 
come in the midst of a worsening 
global economy that Kaine acknowl- 
edged would probably force even more 
cuts in the next fiscal year. 


“We might decide, as we see 
events play out here in the next 
month or two, that for purposes of 
the decisions we make in the 2010 
budget, that we would cut expenses 
further, that we would go beyond 
the revenue estimate,” Kaine said 
somberly at a news conference. 


“Nationally, we don’t know 
where the bottom is,” Kaine said. 
“All we can do is make the real 
decisions in real time, not put- 
ting it off until later, to keep this 
budget in balance and protect the 
services that are most critical.”

Dead Md. Girls Tentatively Identified 


WASHINGTON I Police in Maryland 
said Thursday they are confident 
two girls found encased in ice in a 
basement freezer are the adopted 
daughters of a woman suspected 
of killing them. 

Montgomery County police said 
they have tentatively identified the 
girls as Jasmine Nicole Bowman, 
who would have been 9 , and Min- 
net C. Bowman, who would have 
been 11. Police found the bodies last 
month in Renee Bowman’s freezer 
in Lusby in southern Maryland.

They believe the children may have

Police say the 
7-year-old was found by neighbors 
after she jumped from a second- 
story window of the home.

AIG Still 

Insurer takes another 
loan from the Fed as 
it tries to stay afloat 

NEW YORK I Concerns about the 
health of American International 
Group Inc. were renewed Thurs- 
day, a day after the insurance giant 
said it would receive an additional 
$37.8 billion loan from the Feder- 
al Reserve. 

“The bottom line is they need 
more liquidity than they thought,” 
said Mark Lane, an analyst for 
William Blair & Co. The new loan 
is on top of a two-year, $85 bil- 
lion loan AIG received last month 
from the Fed in an effort to stay in 
business. 

AIG is apparently facing a liquid- 
ity crunch greater than was antici- 
pated a month ago when the U.S. 


government first bailed out the 
company. 

The new loan will help AIG 
cover requests from clients to 


redeem borrowed securities. In 
the past, these securities were 
loaned by AIG’s insurance com- 
pany subsidiaries to third parties

in return for cash. The cash would 
then be reinvested in an attempt to 
increase returns. Now, Lane said, 
clients who borrowed securities 
want to return them to AIG and 
get their cash back. 

Amid the continuing credit cri- 
sis, financial firms have been hoard- 
ing cash for fear of future losses on 
investments. The situation has also 
spooked banks into nearly shutting 
off lending among each other. 


The problem is AIG “didn’t have 
the money to give it back,” Lane 
said. “That means that somebody 
else has to step in to take that other 
borrower out of the transaction.” 

That is where the new Fed loan 
comes into play. The New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank will loan AIG the 
$37.8 billion and in return receive 
the securities that AIG now holds 
again. Lane said. 

The deal for the additional Fed 
loan comes as AIG has been casti- 
gated by lawmakers and the White 
House for spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on a posh Cali- 
fornia retreat just days after getting 
the $85 billion federal bailout. 

AIG issued a statement Wednes- 
day saying that the “business event” 
was planned months before the 
Sept. 16 bailout and that it was held 
for top-producing independent life 
insurance agents, not AIG employ- 
ees. Of the 100 attendees, only 10 
worked for the AIG unit hosting 
the event, it said, (ap)

Yale University is a 
great place to take in 
stunning fall foliage 

I N T R A V E L I As a child of a rural val- 
ley in the Appalachians, I have what 
seems an inborn need to witness 
the glory of autumn in a place with 
enough trees to dominate the land- 
scape. A setting with open fields and 
pumpkin patches, and corn mazes 
and freshly pressed cider. But in past 
escapes from Washington — for a 
dose of fall to feed that rural self — 
I’ve always found my city self dis- 
satisfied. Within hours of a much- 
anticipated arrival, I always begin 
thinking: “That was beautiful. Now 
what I am supposed to do?” 

Last fall, I had an epiphany: 
college towns. Even the smallest of 
them tend to have more attractions, 
highbrow culture, restaurants and 
activities than other towns of com- 


parable size. Find a leafy campus in 
or near a bucolic setting, and your 
foliage fix can be accentuated by 
good food, culture, shopping and 
night life. 

After studying the options near 
enough to Washington for an easy 
weekend jaunt, I identified Yale Uni- 
versity in New Haven, Conn. Maple 
trees with blazing red leaves partial- 
ly frame the 216 -foot-tall Harkness 
Tower. Multicolored leaves crackle 
underfoot. Along a pathway that cuts 
through the quadrangle of one of the 
residential areas on campus, I pause 
to sit on a low stone wall and take in 
the beauty of man-made structures 
surrounded by the majesty of trees 
preparing for winter. 

When the leaves explode into 
gold, bronze, scarlet and sienna, 
Yale’s Georgian- and Gothic-style 
buildings are even more striking 
than usual. Already the elms, beech, 
oak, maple and sweet gum trees

there have begun to turn. In the next 
two weeks, they will peak. 

Visitors are free to wander 
around the campus unescorted. 
But without a guide, I would have 


left New Haven puzzled about how 
a campus founded in 1701 could 
look so similar to England’s Oxford 
University, established in the 12th 
century. Instead, I take one of the 
daily student-led tours and discover 
the answer: acid. 

The newer-looking, Georgian- 
style buildings are actually the old- 
est, built as early as 1750. The old- 
er-looking. Gothic-style buildings 
were constructed between 1917 and 
1931. And the thoroughly modern.

marble Beinecke was built in the 
1960s. Architect James Gamble 
Rogers had the stone walls splashed 
with acid to simulate age. 

I’m usually not an enthusiast of 
faux-old architecture, but at Yale 
it works. 

The wealth of Yale mixes with 
the poverty of many residents in 
this small city of 124,000 peo- 
ple, and for a time decrepitude 
crept into areas near the campus. 
However, extensive urban renewal 
projects begun in the 1990s have 
made a notable difference. Today, 
upscale shops and restaurants line 
the streets, along with modern 
office buildings. 

The city centers on the leafy 
New Haven Green, home to three 
beautiful, historic churches. The 
Green, a privately owned nation- 
al historic landmark just steps 
from the Yale campus, is worth a 
close look. 

I stroll toward City Hall and come 
upon the Amistad Memorial. The 
sculpture sits on the site where kid- 
napped Africans were imprisoned in 
1839 while it was decided whether 
they should be returned to Africa. 
The 14 -foot-tall sculpture bears the 
image of Sengbe Pieh, the intended 
slave who gained control of the slave 
ship but was tricked into sailing it 
into Long Island Sound. Exhibits 
about his life are displayed at the 
New Haven Museum and the New

Who’s the Boss? 


‘Body of Lies’ zooms 
in on fighting terror 
and office politics 

A SHAME I Add “Body of Lies” to 
the growing list of films focusing 
on the war on terror that nobody 
wants to see. 

The pieces would all seem to 
be in place for a compelling take 
on this complex topic: strong work 
from Russell Crowe and Leonardo 
DiCaprio; an intricate script from 
William Monahan, an Academy 
Award winner for “The Departed”; 
and the virtuoso visual styling of 
director Ridley Scott. 

Of course, it looks great as it 
bounces breathlessly between Iraq 
and Jordan, Qatar and the Nether- 
lands, Dubai and the Virginia sub- 
urbs. Scott seamlessly blends foot- 
age shot by overhead drones with 
intense, paranoid sequences from 
the cramped streets below. And yet 
the result, with its many explosions 
and shootouts, too often feels like 
a generic action picture, albeit one 
with weightier stuff on its mind. It’s 
as if Scott and co. felt they needed 
to make the material palatable to 
the widest possible audience. 

Based on the novel of the same 
name by Washington Post colum-

nist David Ignatius, whose knowl- 
edge of the subject matter would 
seem to be unimpeachable, “Body 
of Lies” follows undercover CIA 
operative Roger Ferris (DiCaprio), 
who’s trying to ferret out the mas- 
termind behind a series of anony- 
mous bombings around the world. 
At the same time, Ferris’ boss, Ed 
Hoffman (Crowe), is running sur- 
veillance and plotting strategy from 
home back in the United States with 
the help of his ever-present cell- 
phone headset and laptop. 

But despite their shared goals 
and mutual dependence, Ferris and 
Hoffman often end up undermin- 
ing each other. 

It’s a joy to watch DiCaprio 
and Crowe verbally sparring, even 
though they infrequently share the 
same space: Most of their charac- 
ters’ communication takes place 
over the phone. DiCaprio is high- 
strung and arrogant; Crowe is 
low-key and arrogant and, in typi- 
cally Method fashion, he put on 50 
pounds for the part. 

Each character thinks that what 
he’s doing is the right course for the 
greater good. But when you break 
down “Body of Lies” to its most 
fundamental elements, it’s really 
about disagreeing with your boss. 
Hoffman gives Ferris an assign- 
ment, Ferris carries it out how he 
sees fit, they clash, then they start 
all over again. 

It’s “Office Space” with carnage, 
“9 to 5” where peril is present 24/7. 
Maybe this topic is relatable

People talk about “swing music” 
like there’s no difference between 
the lush melodies of Glenn Miller, 
the rhythmically challenging com- 
positions of Duke Ellington, the 
hard-driving Count Basie Orches- 
tra or Cab Calloway’s entertain- 
ing vocal performances. In truth, 
“swing” is pretty similar to “rock,” 
with all sorts of microgenres for 
hardcore fans and purists to argue 
about. Mora’s Modern Swingtet is 
a modern group that doesn’t fit in 
a neat box. Though it specializes 
in the music of the small groups of 
the ‘’30s and ’40s, it can also play 
hot jazz and more conventional big 
band tunes. (The Swingtet is made 
up of members of the popular Los 
Angeles hot jazz band Mora’s Mod- 
ern Rhymists and the larger big 
band Dean Mora and His Orches- 
tra.) The Swingtet makes a very, 
very rare East Coast appearance 
tonight at the SPANISH BALLROOM 
AT GLEN ECHO, and while we haven’t 


seen the Swingtet live, we’ve seen 
its parent groups, and this has the 
potential to be one of the hottest 
jazz shows of the year, period. 

What’s a fan of revered British 
post-punk bands to do this Satur- 


day evening? In a very unfortunate 
case of competitive booking. Wire 
(at 9:30 club) and the Wedding 
Present (at the BLACK CAT) go head to 
head. There are a few ways you can 
determine which show to attend. 


Which band has the best album? 
It’s close, but Wire’s debut, “Pink 
Flag,” would take that honor. More 
than 30 years after its release, its 
short, sharp, punchy songs sound 
as vital as ever. How about the band 
that has the most consistency in its 
catalog? The Weddoes would get 
the nod there. Wire is sort of handi- 
capped by the perfection of “Pink 
Flag,” but once it shifted from spiky 
post-punk, it was hard to maintain 
the vitality. Meanwhile, the Wed- 
ding Present seamlessly went from 
hyper-strummed jangle-pop to a 
more muscular alt-rock sound. How 
about who’s better live these days? 
This isn’t a fair fight, because none 
of us has seen Wire lately, but the 
Wedding Present shows at the Black 
Cat in 2005 and 2006 were sim- 
ply fantastic. So, the short story is 
that you can’t go wrong with either 
band, but the Wedding Present gets 
Nightlife Agenda’s vote.

Despite the economic 
downturn, many will 
spend on Halloween 

Molly Gold didn’t take the kids on 
vacation this summer, and she has 
cut back on extras like books from 
the book fair and school T-shirts for 
her 11- and 13 -year-olds. But she’s 
not skimping on Halloween. 

She’s decorating the house with 
pumpkins, ghosts and black cats, 
and handing out the “good candy”: 
M&Ms. 

“Halloween is a big time in my 
house,” said Gold, 42, a mom of 
three in Apex, N.C. “In our view, 
that’s a wonderful innocent fun 
time for kids. And the grown-ups 
are certainly going to need to relax 
a little by then.” 

The economic downturn doesn’t 
seem to be dampening Halloween 
spirits. Americans are planning to 
spend even more on candy and deco- 
rations this year than last, according 
to surveys by and Visa Inc. and the

National Retail Federation. 

The Visa survey found that 75 
percent of Americans plan to cel- 
ebrate and spend on Halloween, 
and among those, the average will 
spend $47 on candy and decora- 
tions — an 18 percent increase from 
what they were planning to spend 
on Halloween in a similar Visa sur- 
vey last year. 

Chalk it up to the notion that 
even in troubled times, no one wants 


to take candy from a baby, said 
Jason Alderman, director of finan- 
cial education for Visa Inc. 

“We don’t want to disappoint our 
kids,” he said. “We don’t want to dis- 
appoint our neighbor’s kids.” 

For some, Halloween is a wel- 
come distraction from the grim 
economic news and the upcoming 
presidential election. 

“It can provide a bright spot in 
an otherwise kind of gloomy situa- 
tion,” said Sue Fogel, chair of mar- 
keting at DePaul University. 

Ann Schmidt, 43, a marketing 
consultant in Williston, Vt., com- 
pares Halloween to an inexpen- 
sive vacation. It’s an opportunity 
to dress up, eat candy and blow 
off steam.

“Considering the thousands of 
dollars our retirement accounts 
were drained of these past two 
weeks, spending a hundred bucks 
on fake skeletons, glow-in-the dark 
spiders and a fog machine seems 
like a no-brainer,” said the moth- 
er of two. 

Jeff Davis, 43, a father of two in 
Carmel, N.Y., said he and his wife 
canceled their usual blowout party. 
But there are decorations through- 
out the house and he said the holi- 
day is going to be fun in spite of his 
declining 40l(k) balance. 

“You push all that aside for a 
while,” said Davis, a videographer. 
“It’s a kids’ holiday, so let them have 
fun and make it fun for them, and 
that’s what we try to do.” 

Halloween has become a bigger 
holiday in recent years, growing far 
beyond a night of trick-or-treating 
to include parades and parties for 
people of all ages. But it remains 
low-stress and relatively inexpen- 
sive, said Nancy Robinson, con- 
sumer strategist at Iconoculture, a

cultural trends research firm. 

It doesn’t require traveling to 
be with family or purchasing an 
expensive costume; a costume can 
be someone throwing a sheet over 
his head, she said. 

“It’s entirely a holiday about gath- 
ering together and having fun with 
each other in the goofiest way pos- 
sible,” she said. 

For Donia Crime, 36, who works 
in public relations in Atlanta, Hal- 
loween is more important this year 
because she knows she will cut back 
at Christmas. There will be no trav- 
eling and less expensive gifts. 

Halloween is a way for her to 
entertain friends relatively inexpen- 
sively: “And, for the kids, especially 
my l6-month-old, it’s just as fun if 
not more fun than Christmas.” 

Gold, founder of Go Mom! Inc., 
which helps moms with scheduling 
and organizing, isn’t changing her 
traditions this year, either. 

“It’s a very festive time,” she said. 
“I don’t want it ever to be stressful.”

Philippa Gregory 

PHILIPPA GREGORY, the author of 
many best-selling works of histori- 
cal fiction, was online Thursday to 
discuss her latest novel, “The Other 
Queen,” and “The Other Boleyn Girl.” 

I really liked “The 
Other Boleyn Girl ” 
It’s fascinating how 
every move of Anne 
Boleyn’s sister was 
considered a polit- 
ical move by her family. How did 
you find all that out? 

Discovering the life of Mary Bol- 
eyn was very much detective work, 
reading one book after another 
for a reference to her and piec- 
ing together different accounts. 
Of course, as a woman who was 


mistress to the king, she had a 
unique position of political power 
as well as intimacy, and her fam- 
ily benefited very much from that. 
I think I was the first person to 
notice that her family’s honors — 
her father, brother and husband’s 
titles — were all given at the time 
of the birth of her son. 

Are you able to do your research in 
other languages? If not, do you find 
this to be a barrier? 

No, I am so sorry. I can speak 
French enough to muddle through, 
but I am not good at reading, and 
I cannot read any other European 
languages at all. Fortunately, all 
the Tudor documents are trans- 
lated into English and published 
in full by the Victorian histori- 
ans and I can read them, but it 
does mean that I don’t really dare 
to work on the history of other 
countries. 


Do you think you will write about 
other countries’ monarchies in the 
future? Have there been specific 
ones that tempt you? 

No, I really don’t dare to write about 
countries that are not wholly famil- 
iar and in languages that are not my 
own. I am very tempted by the early 
history of the U.S. and in particular 
the Native American peoples. 

Of the people you have written 
about in your novels, do you have a 
favorite? Who would you have most 
liked to have met? 

I am always very fond of the last 
character, so I am very attached 
to Bess of Hardwick — one of the 
characters in “The Other Queen,” 
at the moment.

■ The dating and mat- 
ing rituals of 30-some- 
thing New Yorkers 
fueled Candace 
Bushnell's "Sex and 
the City” column and 
book, spawning the 
Manolo-mad TV series 
and movie. Her new- 
est novel, “One Fifth 
Avenue” ($26, Voice), 
finds Bushnell taking 
on Manhattan again. 
But this time, she 
points her satirical pen 
at middle-aged love 
and real estate lust. 

“One Fifth Avenue” really suggests 
that real estate is sexy. Why is this 
true even in a housing slump? 

I think it’s human nature. It goes 
back to the basics: As humans, we 
need food, clothing and shelter. And 
even when people lived in caves, 
they probably knew someone else 
who had a nicer cave. Real estate 
is very atavistic, like sex. 

Is real estate envy different in New 
York than it is in other towns? 

No, I think it’s everywhere. Maybe 
we wouldn’t be in this mortgage 
crisis if people weren’t so desirous 
of real estate. But they are. But in 
New York, there’s never enough real 
estate, and it’s expensive, so there is 
a scramble to find a place to live. 

What’s your own place like? 

I live in a co-op in a pre-war build- 
ing built in 1926. It’s about 1,200 
square feet with a little Art Deco, 
a little crystal and a little gilt. 

Where do you write? 

At a little desk in my den. And I 
have a little house in Connecticut 
where I write at a desk I bought 
on the street in 1987 for $50. It’s a 
Mission-style piece, and I’ve taken 
it everywhere with me. 

Satire is your strength. Which 
authors of the genre inspire you? 

I was one of those kids who was 
always going to the library. We 
didn’t have a movie theater in our 
town, so I went twice a week. I loved 
English authors like Evelyn Waugh 
and Agatha Christie. 


Why do we eat up books like this, and 
even “Sex and the City,” which has a 
lot of humor at its core? 

Satire is a way of revealing the truth 
about the times that we live in. It 
allows us to laugh at ourselves. 

“One Fifth” celebrates middle-aged 
glamour. Why did it take so long for 
midlife babes to get recognized? 

When I started writing the “Sex and 
the City” column in 1994, 1 wrote 
about how there were so many great 
single women in their 30s and no 
men to marry them. Since then, our 
attitudes have changed. Women 
don’t become invisible when they’re 
40 anymore. 

Why do designer clothes play such 
a big part in your books? 

I think of clothing as a costume. 
And, certainly, in “Sex and the 
City,” there is a celebration of that. 
Part of it is that my books are set 
in New York, and fashion is the 
fourth- or fifth-largest industry 
here. It’s something people here 
are very aware of 

What’s your personal style. Are 
you a Carrie Bradshaw? 

Right now. I’m wearing a pair of

Right Side of the Bed 



Local company 
gives linens 
global patterns 
and hot hues 

No fashionista worth her Marc 
Jacobs pumps would show up at a 
party in a bland, all-white outfit. 
The same standard should hold for 
your bed, say designers, HGTV hosts 
and even Pottery Barn. 

The idea of really dressing your 
boudoir in rich colors and dress- 
maker fabrics propelled Rockville 
entrepreneur/design fiend Mei 
Xu, pictured, to found Blissliving 
Home in 200?. 

Their line of bedding shows 
off patterns, hues and ideas nor- 
mally reserved for the runway. It’s 
sold through local stores such as 
RCKNDY(1515 U St. NW; 202-332- 
5639) and Tabletop (1608 20th St. 
NW; 202-387-7117) and via catalogs 
and the Internet (Blisslivinghome. 
com). 

Unusual color combinations rule 
the company’s designs. Think cobalt 
blue, indigo and French blue stripes 
on a dramatic comforter ($245 with 
shams) or plush faux fox fur on an 
oversized throw pillow ($95). As in 
the fashion world, the emphasis is 
on layering. That blue duvet could be 
stacked with a fuzzy white throw or 
some silver sequined pillows. “Some 
of our most successful pillows have 
a little bling to them,” says Xu. That 
means bolsters in silver leather or a 
linen-silk square with an origami- 
like knotted front ($60). 

Still, the looks are mostly what 
you might call cozy contemporary. 
“I like connecting a modern aes- 
thetic with global cultural motifs,” 
says the Chinese-born Xu, who 
draws on symbols from her back- 
ground (chrysanthemum blos- 
soms, pagodas) and those of other 
countries such as Russia, Sweden 
and India. “We’re trying to tell a 
story through bedding, pillows 
and candles.” 

But these styles are far from 
stuffy museum reproductions. Xu 
and her team stamp a Nordic rein- 
deer in a rich orange shade and have 
it romp on a gray silk pillowcase. 


Chrysanthemums, seemingly on 
MiracleGro, turn rich red or cool 
coral. Vintage Japanese kimonos 
inspire a quilt in white, cobalt, 
orange and aqua. 

“It’s not so easy to choose col- 
ors,” says Xu. “We travel to Paris 
and London, trying to see what will 
really translate into home decor.” 
Sometimes, they’ll find themselves 
ahead of the curve: That orange- 
on-gray reindeer combo wasn’t as 
popular as Xu had hoped. “We were 
a bit too early with that,” she says. 
“But we don’t use safe designs.” 

Bliss also adds drama to its bou- 
doir ensembles by using engineered 
printing — a form of reproduction 
that results in a large, screen print- 
like image. This means designs 
can be larger, more like art can- 
vases. “It really makes a statement 
when a pattern can be oversized,” 
says Xu. 

Xu, who moved to New York 
City from China in 1991, trained 
as a journalist and diplomat. But 
her disappointment with the U.S. 
decor market made her rethink 
her career. “When I moved here, I 
walked to Bloomingdale’s almost

every night,” she says. “There was 
fun, ready-to-wear, but no fun, con- 
temporary home products.” 

Xu started her quest to mod- 
ernize stateside designs by found- 
ing Chesapeake Candle Company 
in 1994; Bliss came last year. Sales 
of the bedding — and similarly Zen 
den accessories like candles and 
vases — have been so brisk and 
buzzed about that Xu is in talks 
with a high-profile boutique hotel 
about doing its duvets. 

It’s all about bedding down in a 
way that isn’t boring, really. “People 
yearn for something different,” 
she says. “Your bedroom can be 
an extension of your personality.”
